ITINERARY OF 24-DAY TOUR OF THE HOLY LAND 


The participants will leave the United States and 
Canada by air, in groups, between May 5 and 17 and 
return between May 28 and June 11, 1961. All members 
will be together in Jerusalem during the Pentecostal 
World Conference; however, the remaining program 
will be followed in groups, visiting the different places 
in rotation. The content of the program will be identi- 
cal for all members. 

The sight-seeing program will include: 

Egypt 

CAIRO: In this city of mosques, four hundred min- 
arets and domes dominate the skyline. Visit the Cita- 
del and within it the mosque of Mohammed Ali; from 
the heights admire a magnificent view of all Cairo. In 
the Egyptian Museum, marvel at the many antiquities 


¢ including the treasures taken from the famous tomb 


of Tutankhamen. Through the city streets and bazaars 
admire native craftsmen working as they did thou- 
sands of years ago in tiny shops nestled among the 
modern buildings of the metropolis. 

MEMPHIS: The ancient capital city of Memphis was 
founded over five thousand years ago and you will see 
the colossal statue of Rameses II, the alabaster Sphinx 
and the Necropolis of Sakkara; the Step Pyramid and 
the Tombs of the Apis Bulls. Never to be forgotten 
will be the sight of the Pyramids of Giza, the only one 
of the Seven Wonders of the World yet to be found 
standing. Nearby is the timeworn but still dignified 
Sphinx. 


Lebanon 

BEIRUT: Beirut, the ancient Phoenician seaport in 
the Biblical land of Canaan, is now a bustling metro- 
polis. See the American University, the National Parlia- 
ment and Library Building and the Riviera-like 
shortline skirting the sea. Drive out to Sidon, the north- 
ernmost point of the Holy Land where Jesus traveled. 
Visit the fortress-like Crusaders’ Castle. Continue on to 
the village of Tyre in the area from which come the 
cedars of Lebanon. 
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The Pyramids in Cairo, Egypt. (H. Armstrong

BAALBEK: In Baalbek, visit the Roman ruins 
and the great Temple of Jupiter-Baal, one of the 
world’s architectural wonders. 


Syria 


DAMASCUS: The second oldest city in the world, 
Damascus, is on the edge of the desert where caravan 
trails lead to the Euphrates. In the morning we visit 
the House of Ananias, the Street called Straight, St. 
Paul’s Wall and other spots of Biblical fame. We also 
visit the Omayad Mosque, the tomb of Saladin and 
Azem Palace. There is time for the exotic bazaars, 
tiny shops for silverware, brass, brocades, and rugs. 
Damascus at night, with its teeming Arab life, is a 
page from the Arabian Knights. 


Jordan 


JERUSALEM: From the summit of the Mount of 
Olives, you will enjoy a wonderful panorama of the 
old walled city of Jerusalem. Visit the place of the 
ascension and the Garden of Gethsemane. Follow the 
path of Jesus on the night of His betrayal to the 
judgment hall of Pilate. Walk the Via Dolorosa, past 
the stations of the cross to Calvary and to the garden 
tomb. Visit the site of King Solomon’s Temple where 
the Dome of the Rock now stands. Continue to Solo- 
mon’s quarries and stables, the El Aksa Mosque and 
the Wailing Wall. 

SAMARIA: In the land of the Samaritans, we will 
see Jacob’s Well where Christ talked to the woman of 
Samaria; Ahahb’s Palace is visited as well as Dothan 
where Joseph was sold by his brothers. We will follow 
the old Roman Road along which Saint Paul was 
taken to Caesarea for trial; pass through Antipatris 
and Beeroth where Jesus’ family missed Him. 

BETHLEHEM: Drive to Hebron past the shepherds’ 
fields and visit the Mosque of the Patriarchs, the burial 
place of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob. See Abraham’s 
Oak, the pools of Solomon, and the Eschol grape 
country. 


DEAD SEA: In Jericho, see the old walls of the city 
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and arid expanse of the Dead Sea. En route a stop 
will be made on the shore of the River Jordan at the 
Good Samaritan Inn; Bethany, with the House of 
Mary and Martha and the Tomb of Lazarus, will also 
be visited. 
Israel 

JERUSALEM, the new city: Israel is reached by 
crossing through the Mandelbaum Gate into the new 
city of Jerusalem. The sight-seeing begins with Mount 
Zion, the most ancient quarter of Jerusalem—embrac- 
ing the Coenaculum (Room of the Last Supper), King 
David’s Tomb, and then on to Mount Herzl, containing 
the remains of Theodor Herzl, father of this country. 
Descend on foot to the nearby War Memorial Ceme- 
tery. Drive to Ein Karim (birthplace of John the 
Baptist). View the new Hadassah Medical Centre. Con- 
tinue to the famous Hebrew University. A visit will 
also be made to the Sanhedria Rock Tombs and 
Herod’s Family Tomb. 


GALILEE: A comprehensive tour of Galilee will in- 
clude Tiberias on the Sea of Galilee (Lake Kinnereth). 
Drive along the lovely Sea of Galilee to Magdala 
(home of Mary Magdalene), the Plain of Genesareth; 
Tabgha (Church of the Loaves and Fishes); Caper- 
naum (magnificent ruins of a synagogue of the Roman 
era—where Jesus preached and taught); Cana of 
Galilee (where Jesus performed His first miracle); 
Nazareth, the hometown of Jesus (Church of An- 
nunciation, Church of St. Joseph, and the Well of 
Mary). Visits will also be made to Acre, Haifa, and 
Caesarea. 


TEL AVIV AND ASHKELON: Visit the first all-Jew- 
ish city of modern times, Tel Aviv, driving through 
its busy main thoroughfares and residential areas. 
Continue to the ancient sister city of Jaffa, one of 
the world’s oldest existing cities, going back some 
3,500 years. Drive along the coastal road (Roman Via 
Maris), passing through miles of magnificent orange 





Zion Square, in “New Jerusalem,” is the heart of 
Israel’s capital. Though only a few hundred yards 
away, this bustling metropolis is centuries removed 
from the ancient walled city of Jerusalem in which 
are yor of the Christian holy places.

TEXT: “The thought of foolish- 
ness is sin ...” Proverbs 24:9. 


O BEGIN WITH, what is 

} thought? A thought is what 

one thinks, an idea, mental 
activity, or the power of thinking. 
I am sure you will agree that if a 
statistical survey were made per- 
taining to the mental activities of 
the people in the United States, 
you would find that what is pro- 
fessed to be and meant to be a 
God-fearing country is one that 
has turned into a frame of cir- 
cumstances as that of Sodom and 
Gomorrah. How did we ever get 
in such a state of shameful cir- 


s ‘ cumstances? Because through the

The Church of God in 
MONTANA

tana we have many wonder- 

ful natural beauties to be- 
hold and enjoy. This state is known 
for its hunting and fishing, sports 
that men come from all parts of 
the country to enjoy. It is not un- 
usual to drive along the highway 
and see the antelope and the deer 
feeding by the road side. The 
rivers and streams bring forth the 
abundance of the rainbow trout 
that is caught from the waters. 
The winters are cold with much 
snow in the higher elevations of 
the state. The lower parts have 
enough snow to know it is winter. 
The summer is not too long, but 
what we have of it we enjoy. 

Our church work in this state 
is one of slow progress. One of the 
main causes is that we find it hard 
to get workers into this state. One 
must feel the call of God to a 
mission state and be willing to 
make sacrifices in order for the 
state to grow. In Montana there 
is indeed a harvest of souls to be 
brought in, but, again, I stress the 
need of workers to come and help 
us so that this can be realized. 

In the past two years we have 
noticed a gain in membership and 
in our Sunday School and Y.P.E. 
departments. We thank God for 
the gain, but we have lost some 
members due to working condi- 
tions in our state. The improve- 
ments on church property through- 
out the state is one of great encour- 
agement. 

The church at Great Falls, where 
Rev. Clair Pearson is pastor, is one 
of our fastest growing churches. 
They have remodeled the basement 
for Sunday School rooms and 
have noticed a gain in their Sun- 
day School. The amount spent on 
this remodeling was $1,500. Plans 
are now under way to build a new 
parsonage. 


g N THIS great State of Mon- 
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Our church at Big Timber, Rev. 
Paul Seagraves pastor, has in the 
past two years built a new addition 
to the kitchen of their parsonage. 
In addition to the adding on of the 
kitchen, they have fixed the base- 
ment into a bed room, laundry 
room and storage room, and in- 
stalled a new gas furnace. 

The church in Missoula is one 
of our smallest works. Their pastor, 
Rev. Charles Evans, is a man with 
a vision. He saw the need for Sun- 
day School rooms for the improve- 
ment of the church. With plans 
laid out he started to work. His 
members and friends helped to see 
this accomplished. The auditorium 
is completely remodeled with new 
pews, lights, and refinished floor. 
In the back of the church they 
have three Sunday School rooms, 
furnace room, and rest rooms. The 





has taken new life, and the church 
is making good progress. May I 
also add that this is one of our 
largest churches in the state. 


In the heart of Montana we have 
another church which is located 
at Lewistown. Here again is a 
small work, but the pastor, Rev. 
David Green, has done a fine job. 
With the few people he has, they 
purchased two forced-air furnaces, 
one for the main auditorium and 
one for the basement. They have 
also painted the interior of the 
parsonage. 

I wish to add that all of the 
churches in our state have made 
some progress, but felt that our 
readers would be pleased to read 
of the greater improvements that 
have been made. 

Now coming to the _ spiritual 
part of our churches I am sure 
you want to read about. I know the 
report I give will not be as big 
as our larger states but still is one 
to be encouraged about. The num- 
ber of revivals held in the state 
was 22 with 108 saved, 47 sancti- 
fied, 10 baptized with the Holy 
Ghost, .40 baptized in water and 
68 added to the church member- 
ship. I feel the results would have 
been greater if we had workers in

SPIRITUAL RESULTS 


The Lord has graciously visited 
our churches with many fine re- 
vivals; as well as giving us many 
blessed souls during regular ser- 
vices. 

Recently, in a revival at the 
church at Earle, Arkansas, there 
were ten saved, five sanctified, 
nine baptized with the Holy Ghost, 
eight baptized in water, and ten 
united with the church. One man, 
who had been saved for fifteen 
years, received the Holy Ghost 
during this meeting. 

Some time ago, in a revival at 
Peach Orchard, there were twenty- 
five saved, ten sanctified, seven 
filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
seventeen baptized in water. 


Since our last report to the Evan- 
gel, our records reveal that 2,221 
have been saved, 638 have been 
sanctified, 556 filled with the Holy 
Ghost, 564 baptized in water, and 
641 added to the church. 


FINANCIAL RESULTS 


Dollars and cents cannot evaluate 
the great amount of good that has 
been achieved through the good 
people of Arkansas giving of their 
means to see the promotion of 
God’s great cause. 

In spite of the fact that Arkan- 
sas has suffered a great population 
decrease, the Church of God shows 
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a good financial increase in the 
various areas of its church work. 
The tithe of tithes has now in- 
creased to the extent that there is 
a surplus. 


We have endeavored to set up a 
well-balanced missions program 
(home and foreign), along with our 
other national and state programs. 


We feel that this will be the 
greatest year in the history of the 
state for home and foreign mis- 
sions. Last year a total of $5,809.10 
was pledged for missions; while 
this year $8,745.88 has been pledged. 
Over $1,000 has already come into 
the state fund for missions from 
our district convention offerings. 
We trust that our final offering 
for missions will reach the $10,000 
mark. 


BUILDING PROGRAM 


A number of new church pro- 
perties have been built or pur- 
chased. Others have done major 
remodeling. Several churches are 
installing new pews, hardwood 


floors and have made many other 
fine improvements. 

Many of our church parsonages 
have been remodeled or redec- 
orated. Also, a number have pur- 
chased furniture for their parson- 
ages.

Harrison has remodeled and re- 
decorated the church and Sunday 
School rooms. The Reverend Kyle 
Jefferson is the pastor. 


Mt. Olive is stone veneering their 
church; this is greatly enriching 
the beauty of the building. Also, two 
rooms have been added. The Rev- 
erend J. P. Simms is the pastor. 


Malvern has almost doubled the 
size of the church with a fine new 
Sunday School plant. The Reverend 
Carl E. Cody is the pastor. 


Benton has completely remod- 
eled and redecorated the church 
auditorium and has added Sunday 
School rooms and a rest room. The 
Reverend M. J. Terry is the pastor. 


Higden church (as well as the 
parsonage) has been moved to New 
Higden. The church property is 
now undergoing a complete re- 
modeling and will be very attrac- 
tive upon completion. The Rever- 
end Frank Bowers is the pastor. 


ADDITIONAL CAMPGROUND 
ACREAGE PURCHASED 


The State of Arkansas has re- 
cently purchased 4 3/4 more acres 
of land adjoining their camp- 
ground, which will be a great asset 
to this property. 

Other improvements on the 
campground property include the 
purchase and installation of a new 
sign, as well as other general im- 
provements on the grounds and 
buildings. More seats have been 
purchased for the tabernacle. Also, 
the painting of the seats for the 
tabernacle has added much. 








EIGHT NEW ACTIVE CHURCHES 
—TWO NEW MISSIONS 


Nine new churches have been 
organized, out of which eight are 
active. This group includes Wynne, 
Hot Springs, Paragould, West Mem- 
phis, Peach Orchard, Linden Chap- 
el, Caraway, and Pangburn. 

We have just purchased a fine 
church and parsonage in Jonesboro, 
which means that we have another 
new church building, new parson- 
age, and a new mission. 

The other mission is located in 
North Blytheville. 

Many of our new churches are 
moving forward with great strides. 
One example of the progress that is 
being made is clearly shown in our 
West Memphis Church. 


WEST MEMPHIS 


When I came to Arkansas as 
overseer I realized the great need 
of a church in West Memphis. A 
tent revival was conducted and a 
mission opened. The progress was 
slow and trying. 

A nice five-room house and two 
lots were purchased at 311 W. Bond 
Street, just one block off the main 
street in a nice residential section. 

Soon after this, Brother Charles 
L. Ivy felt led of the Lord to re- 
sign his church in West Virginia 
and. accept the pastorate of this 
new work. 

In their first service (Sunday 
School) they had nine in atten- 
dance. At that time a large church 
building was being rented as a 
place of worship. However, after 
some time, the new church build- 
ing was started, and they moved 
their church services into the par- 
sonage. The attendance ran about 
twenty. The spiritual tide and en- 
thusiasm grew with each passing 
week. 


New Church 


They dug the footings for the 
new church building on February 
14, 1959. The first service was held 
in the new unfinished building in 
April. They had seventeen in atten- 
dance. One year later they had 
sixty-two in attendance. The year’s 
Sunday School average was fifty- 
five. 

The church is a red brick veneer. 
It has two rest rooms, a nursery, 
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and two Sunday School rooms. It 
will also have a nice balcony or 
extra Sunday School room. The 
auditorium is 24 x 48, with a seat- 
ing capacity of 150. The present 
building will serve as the small 
auditorium, after the large audi- 
torium and Sunday School plant 
are built. 

An extra lot was also purchased 
during this project. 


Parsonage 


On December 13, 1959, the pas- 
tor moved into a lovely yellow-brick 
parsonage which adjoins the 
church lots. (The old parsonage 
beside the church will eventually 
be moved to make room for the 
large auditorium.) This fine par- 
sonage has five spacious rooms 
and bath, as well as a two-room 
private apartment with bath. The 
rental from the old parsonage and 
the two-room apartment more than 
takes care of the payment on the 
new parsonage. 

West Memphis has a total of 
four lots or 200 x 200. The total 
value of the property is $35,000 and 
they owe less than $16,000. 

They are blessed with a group 
of fine people with ability to work. 
This group includes some very 
good carpenters. This church is 
solid and is a tithing church. Just 
watch them grow! 


L.W.W.B. 

A great amount of credit is due 
our L.W.W.B.’s throughout the 
state, for they have in many cases 
helped to carry a large part of the 
financial load in many church pro- 
jects, building and otherwise. May 
God bless them as they continue 
to render faithful service for His 
great cause. 


SUNDAY SCHOOL AND 
YOUTH DEPARTMENTS 

Arkansas has had ten new Sun- 
day Schools (including branch 
Sunday Schools). 

There has been an increase of 
eleven home extension depart- 
ments, which means that we have 
doubled our home extension de- 
partments from eleven to twenty- 
two. 

There have been 254 Workers’ 
Training Certificates and thirty- 
eight Workers’ Diplomas awarded. 





In August of 1959, we broke our 
monthly Sunday School attendance 
record—from 14,255 to 15,047. Our 
Sunday School monthly offering re- 
cord was also broken from $1,977.02 
to $2,119.31. 

Ten new Y.P.E.’s have been or- 
ganized. We have an increase of 
twelve Lamplighter’s Clubs. We 
have also had more than ten per- 
cent increase in our Y.P.E. offer- 
ings. The National Y.P.E. goal has 
been reached in our Y.P.E. atten- 
dance. We have 604 Lighted Path- 
ways coming to the state and 
eighty copies of the Pilot. 

Arkansas received both the Sun- 
day School and Y.P.E. awards for 
our group at the last General As- 
sembly. 


FIRST EVANGELISM 
CONFERENCE 


Arkansas was honored in having 
the first Evangelism Conference in 
the nation, as sponsored by the 
National Evangelism Committee of 
the Church of God. With the Rev- 
erend Ray H. Hughes as chairman, 
ably assisted by the Reverend L. L. 
Turner and the Reverend Doyle 
Stanfield, members of the com- 
mittee, the meeting was outstand- 
ing and very successful. It was 
one of the highlights of our recent 
church year. 

This conference gave much 
needed schooling in the field of 
evangelism. It showed the need in 
the various areas of evangelism. It 
presented the challenge; and it 
gave the answer by showing how 
it could be done. 


FUTURE LOOKS BRIGHT 


There are many open doors of 
opportunity; and the future for 
the Church of God in Arkansas 
certainly looks bright. At present, 
there are several areas in which 
we trust that in the very near fu- 
ture we will have new churches. 

As this article goes to press, we 
are in the process of purchasing a 
beautiful church in Osceola, which 
will mean a Church of God in an- 
other city in Arkansas. 


IN APPRECIATION 


It would be an impossibility to 
enumerate all, or in detail, the 
many accomplishments of the 
Church of God in the State of 
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Arkansas for this period of time. 
Spiritually—God has saved and 
blessed many souls. Financially— 
God has supplied every need. Ma- 
terially—God has prospered His 
people. 

Words fail to express my deep 
appreciation for the fine coopera- 
tion of the ministers, laity and 
friends of the Church of God in 
Arkansas in making this report 
possible.

With Cancer 


RIVERSIDE, Calif.—I was reared 
by a Christian mother, one who 
knows how to pray and have God 
answer her prayers. But I was one 
who demanded things my way. Nor 
did I want to pay the price for full 
consecration. I wanted to do like 
other people, so I slowly drifted 
away from God, although I never 
ceased praying and asking God to 
answer prayer for me. And He so 
wonderously did many times. Yet 
when mother asked me to attend 
church with her, I still refused. 


Over four years have passed since 
I became ill, gradually growing 
worse until I began to hemorrhage. 
I consulted a doctor who said my 
trouble was probably cancer and 
told me to go to the hospital for 
three weeks, get my strength back, 
then they would operate and I 
would be all right again. I did not 
want that, so I went to Fresno to 
Brother Oral Roberts’ meeting, but 
was hindered from the services 
there by being called home im- 
mediately. But God did help me. I 
was able to care for my father-in- 
law who was gravely ill and de- 
manded care as a small baby would: 
I was very thankful I could do so, 
but it proved to be too much for 
me. Besides the worry of seeing a 
loved one so sick, the constant care 
night and day got me to the place 
that I could stand it no longer. We 
were also operating a motel and 
the day and night work was stren- 
uous. 

Every time I would plan to go to 
the hospital, I was hindered. I kept 
praying and asking God for 
strength to carry on. I knew God 
wanted to heal me if I could ever 
get to the place before Him He 
desired for me. 

At last one day I just collapsed 
and fell to the floor. The doctor 
said he did not know what kept me 
alive. He also said that I was badly 
eaten with cancer and wanted to 
rush me to the hospital. I still 
refused, though I was steadily 
growing worse. I was still hemor- 
rhaging when the doctor said that 
if I did not go to the hospital, 
take four pints of blood, and under- 
go surgery, he could no longer treat 
me. He said that I could not stand 
another hemorrhage and live, and 
he did not care to have a dead 
patient on his hands. 

My mother prayed and had the 
church folk to come and pray. They 
continued to pray during the three 
months I was in bed. 


Mother stayed with me as long 
as she could; then she took me to 
her home to care for me. Mother 
is quite old, but God surely helped 
her with her burden. Every time I 
would hemorrhage, she would call 
the church and they would pray 
until I would get better. Many times 














they thought I was breathing my 
last and I became so weak I could 
scarcely turn myself in bed. I could 
not retain food nor drink and all 
day Christmas when others were 
feasting, I did not have a bite to 
eat. Nothing stayed on my stomach. 

Mother missed church services 
caring for me. My pain was so 
severe my mother and my husband 
could scarcely stand by me longer 
and see such suffering when there 
was nothing they could do for relief. 


A revival was started at the 
Church of God where mother is a 
member. Rev. Don Johnson from 
Sacramento was the evangelist. 
Mother is faithful in attendance 
unless hindered by illness. I could 
look in her face and know she 
longed to be in those meetings. I 
knew she was doing a deed of love 
for me, but I also knew she loves 
a —— more than she loves life 
itself. 


On January 6, 1960, I told my 
mother if I had a way home that 
I would go; then she could go to 
church. Immediately my sister 
called and when she learned I 
wanted to return home, she came 
and took me. Mother hated to see 
me go and she must have prayed 
all day for me. She phoned in the 
afternoon and told me if I would 
go to church, God would heal me. 
That night they took me to church 
sitting on a pillow with a blanket 
over me. When I arrived at church, 
they had an easy chair awaiting 
me. I was so weak, I had to be 
held to move about and could 
scarcely sit in the service. I had 
passed beyond the help of medical 
science and I knew it. 


The Spirit of God was manifested 
mightily in the service and the 
anointing of God rested on many 
who were praising Him. One sister, 
Mrs. Arlis Sharp, was led to me 
and the message God gave her 
was these words: “Have I not 
formed thee of the dust of the 
earth, and breathed in thee the 
breath of life?
